Burglars steal rifle 
and meat cleaver 



Youth to benefit as 
budget is unveiled 


A MAN has described the moment 
he saw three teenagers fleeing 
from his house - and realised an 
air rifle and meat cleaver were 
missing. 

The 38-year-old, who did not 
want to be named, told the Weekly 
News he returned to his home in 
Sturmer Road, Haverhill, on 
Monday at 1.15pm to find the secu¬ 
rity chain in place across the inside 
of the door. 

After thinking his housemate, 
aged 18, had left the chain on by 
mistake, he walked around to the 
back garden and saw three lads 
running from the house. 

He said: “I’m disappointed now 
that I didn’t run after them but I 
didn’t have time to think. 

“I wanted to get into the house 
and see what had been taken.” 

A Weihrauch HW77 .22 air rifle 
with telescopic sights, valued at 
£300, a kitchen meat cleaver and a 
signed Chelsea football had been 
taken. 

The man said that all the missing 
items were taken from a room used 
for storage and that there could be 
other unaccounted things missing 
too. 

The man, who is a tenant at the 
house, saw one of the culprits run¬ 
ning towards the bottom of the 
garden while the other two headed 
for a nearby industrial estate. 

The first boy is described as 
white, around 16 years old and 
wearing a dark hooded top.

He said the other two suspects 
were also white and in their mid to 
late teens. 

He added: “They only looked 
about 16, maybe 18 at the most. 
They need to be dealt with. 

“These kids aren’t on the right 
track and in a few years they could 
end up stabbing someone.” 

The tenant said that he had pre¬ 
viously lived in Cambridge for 20 
years before moving to Haverhill 
six months ago for work. 

He praised the police for their 
quick action and said they were 
very thorough in their attempts to 
track town the burglars. 

He said: “They came and took 
fingerprints and even got a foot¬ 
print so it gives me confidence that 
they might be able to catch them. 

“I have made up my mind if they 
come back again I am not just 
going to stand there and watch 
them run off.”

Youth to benefit from 
Community budget 


A ONE stop shop for youth 
services is one of the out¬ 
comes of the highly antici¬ 
pated community budget for 
Haverhill. 

The budget, which was 
unveiled last Thursday, set 
out to achieve change for the 
town initially in two areas - 
better opportunities for 
young people and improving 
the physical environment in 
the town. 

Plans were introduced to 
open a centre for youth activ¬ 
ities in Haverhill, as well as 
recruiting community 
ambassadors to be the eyes 
and ears for problems on the 
streets, 

The new youth centre will 
provide activities, careers 
and employment advice, 
training and other activities 
all in a single premises.

It will be open to all young 
people in Haverhill and will 
also provide targeted help for 
vulnerable or disengaged 
young people. 

A Youth Skills Manager is 
going to be appointed to take 
control and they will work 
towards developing more 
apprenticeships, trainee- 
ships, and work experience 
placements in the town. 

Sarah Howard, Vice Chair of 
ONE Haverhill Board and a 
member of Suffolk Chamber 
of Commerce, said every 
decision with regards to the 
budget was made in consul¬ 
tation with the Haverhill resi¬ 
dents to deliver what they 
wanted. 

She said: “We had a massive 
contribution from local peo¬ 


ple. We sent out surveys to 
involve people and we had 
about 600 replies, which is 
one in 45 of the population. 

“We didn’t do anything 
until we knew what the peo¬ 
ple of Haverhill wanted to be 
done.” 

Alongside activities and 
support for young people in 
the area, another main con¬ 
cern of residents was improv¬ 
ing roads and paths. 

During ONE Haverhill’s 
research and consultation 
period, they identified that 
many people in the commu¬ 
nity were happy to help in 
reporting problems or doing 
minor repairs such as fixing a 
broken sign or cutting back 
shrubbery. 

A website called Fix My 
Street is also going to be used 
to help residents report prob¬ 


lems they see in their local 
area, and track their pro¬ 
gress. 

Sarah said: “We have now 
got, I think, a really good level 
of trust going on around the 
table and people are contrib¬ 
uting a lot.”

A CHARITY bike ride will tour through 
Suffolk in an attempt to raise money 
and awareness for the World Land 
Trust - an organisation supported by 
Sir David Attenborough.

HOUSE hunters looking 
for a new place in Clare 
are not the only ones 
finding themselves new 
homes. 

A group of common 
lizards have been 
re-homed in a nearby 
field, and the conditions 
have been altered to 
suit their needs. 

Charles Church Anglia 
has worked closely with 
environmental 
consultancy firm, The 
Landscape Partnership, 
to help relocate the 
lizards from the site of 
its Chilton Place new 
homes development, 
where work is due to 
start in July. 

The work has included 
clearing some space for 
the lizards to sunbathe, 
as well as developing 
some much-needed 
grassland to keep them 
out of sight of 
predators. 

Several hibernation 
mounds have been 
made from recycled 
brick and concrete 
pieces, offering perfect, 
frost-free places for 
winter shelter. 

Senior ecologist Nick 
Sibbet has been leading 
the work. 

He said: “Lizards are 


struggling to live in 
large parts of England’s 
countryside these days, 
but some have found a 
home at Clare. 

“We have been 
working with the 


Charles Church team on 
site to catch the lizards 
and we’ve made habitat 
improvements to the 
field so they have a safe 
place to feed, breed and 
hibernate.”

Council is taking action and 
joining in with national cam¬ 
paign The Big Scoop, due to be 
launched by the Dogs Trust and 
Keep Britain Tidy tomorrow. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
Cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, said: “The stencil is 
designed to challenge bad hab¬ 
its. 

“We need to break a behaviour

pattern, and being linked to this 
very public and arresting image 
may be enough to make the 
offender realise their fault. 

“Dog fouling is the most offen¬ 
sive form of littering and we are 
wholeheartedly supporting the 
Big Scoop campaign in 
Haverhill.” 

Earlier this month the Dogs 
Trust revealed that fouling is on 
the rise for the first time in 10 
years - with 64 per cent of people 
considering dog poo the worst 
litter item they could come 
across. 

The Big Scoop is inviting every¬ 
one across the country to take up 
the fight against on-street mess¬ 
es to stop pavements, parks, 
sports pitches and beaches 
becoming unsafe and unclean. 

Any dog walker out without a 
bag in Haverhill can ask the 
town’s Safer Neighbourhood 


officers out and about on the 
estates for a free bag, so they can 
clear up. 

Bags are also available from the 
council offices in Lower Downs 
Slade. 

Cllr Stevens said: “Dog owners 
can put their filled bags into any 
street litter bin in the borough - 
not just the red dog bins provid¬ 
ed in popular dog walking areas. 

“They only have to carry the 
bag as far as the nearest bin.” 

Pet owners who fail to clean up 
the mess left by their dog can be 
given a fixed penalty notice of 
£50. 

If the case reaches court, own¬ 
ers could be eligible for a fine of 
up to £1,000. 

Members of the public who 
witness any dog owner not clear¬ 
ing up can pass the information 
to their Safer Neighbourhood 
Officer, or contact the St 
Edmundsbury Waste Manage¬ 
ment team on 01284 757320 with 
the details.

and his victims were 
aggravating factors. 

Carter always strenuous¬ 
ly denied the charges 
throughout the duration of 
the trial, insisting that the 
girls were lying and said: “I 
have done nothing wrong, 
nothing at all”. 

His mum and sister also 
took to the stand during 
the trial in his defence. 

The jury deliberated for 
14 hours and eight minutes 
before returning all of 
their verdicts.

‘I’m not a 
novelist yet 
but maybe 
one day’ 

Reluctant novelist Madeleine Reiss is about to launch her debut title, 
Someone to Watch Over Me. LOUISE MARTIN meets the author to hear her 
reservations about writing the book and how her triumph on completion was 
halted when she was diagnosed with breast cancer. 


A UTHOR Madeleine Reiss didn’t 
actually want to write her debut 
novel. A journalist for 15 years, 
Madeleine admits she was coerced into 
writing it by her mother, and that it wasn’t 
an entirely pleasant experience. 

“I just think there are an awful lot 
of books in the world already,” smiles 
Madeleine, 51. “And writing a book is really 
hard; most mornings when I was writing I 
just felt crippling fear.” 

The novel, Someone to Watch Over Me, 
launches this month - and is the result of a 
competition her mum spotted on The Alan 
Titchmarsh Show. 

On the programme, author Cathy 
Kelly was telling viewers about the 
People’s Novelist Competition. To enter, 
contestants were asked to send in three 
chapters of their story idea and the winner 
would land an advance of £10,000 and a 
publishing deal with HarperCollins. “My 
mum literally rang me every week to nag 
me about it,” recalls the mum-of-two. “I 
had an idea and it was kind of sketchy, 
but I thought I might be able to get three 
chapters. You enter these things and you 
don’t in a million years think you’re going 


to win, you just don’t, you don’t even look 
at the small print, you just do it because 
your mother tells you to.” 

Born in Athens, Madeleine moved to 
Cambridge when she was 11 and is from a 
literary family. Her father is the late Booker 
Prize winner Barry Unsworth and her two 
sisters are also writers: Tania’s children’s 
book is due to be published in fanuary 
2014, while Thomasina, who is a drama 
teacher, has published a textbook. 

An experienced writer, Madeline’s years’ 
as a journalist for women’s magazines and 
newspapers meant she had written about 
a range of subjects from hair removal and 
ways to pep up your sex life, to divorce 
and bereavement, but she had never 
attempted a book. But with her mum’s 
persistence, Madeleine completed the 
three chapters in time for the May 2011 
deadline. 

In the following months, her entry was 
long-listed and then shortlisted from more 
than 1,000 entries and, in November of 
that year, she was invited on to the show to 
read an extract. “I was in a state of nervous 
tension,” remembers Madeleine, “but then 
I won! The set was all rigged out to look 
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like a fake library so there I was sitting 
on a huge polystyrene book, with my 
legs dangling over the side like a hefty elf 
in a workshop. 

“It was a very surreal experience as 
golden rain came down from the ceiling 
and there was Jeffrey Archer, Penny 
Smith and Cathy Kelly all saying nice 
things about the book.” 

Set in Cambridge, Ely and Norfolk, 
Someone to Watch Over Me tells the story 
of a little boy called Charlie who goes 
missing from a Norfolk beach and the 
effect that loss has on his parents. “It’s 
kind of a love story and it’s got thriller 
elements, but it’s really about loss and 
bereavement and whether or not we can 
ever really come to terms with things like 
the loss of a child,” says Madeleine. 

Tragically, the themes are something 
the author has had to deal with in her 
own life as her first husband, John, died 
of a brain tumour when he was 29, and 
their son, Felix, was almost 4. 

Madeleine is certain this harrowing 
time in her life has shaped her writing. 

“I talk as if I know what I’m saying about 
writing but I’ve only written one novel, 
so I’m not an expert, but I think you use 
stuff that you’ve experienced but not 
necessarily in the same way. 

“Although what happens to this 
mother isn’t what happened to me I 
could identify with the sense of loss and 
bereavement that I experienced when 
my husband died. 

“Good things and bad things happen 
to people - you don’t want the bad 
things, but they become a part of you 
and a part of how you go on in life.” 

After winning the competition, 
Madeleine set to work completing the 
novel and says the writing process was 
far harder than she ever imagined. At 
the time she was working as a media 
and communications manager for local 
homeless charity Emmaus, so would 
write in the evenings and weekends. 

“I had to be really disciplined and 
that was quite hard as everybody knows 
writers waste a lot of time cleaning the 
kitchen floor, looking out the window 
and reading other people’s work. 

“And it was scary. I was always 
thinking ‘Can I do this? Who am I trying 
to kid? This is rubbish’. But then there 
were the occasional lovely bits when 
three hours would pass by unnoticed.” 

Madeleine finished her novel early last 
year and, despite her reservations, was 
immensely proud of her achievement. 
But while she was still enjoying her high, 
and her thoughts had turned to book 
number two, Madeleine’s triumph ended 
when she experienced a series of life¬ 
changing events. 

“Three really awful things happened,” 
says Madeleine. “My father died in June, 
shortly after that I was made redundant 
and then in the November I got breast 
cancer. 

“So it was three things one after the 
other, and because it was following on 
from winning a competition it kind 
of felt like ‘Oh right, you’ve been so 
pleased with yourself for winning this 
competition and now we’re going to 
chuck everything at you’.” 

Madeleine’s cancer was discovered at 
a routine mammogram. Instead of being 


contacted for her first mammogram at 
50 like most women, Madeleine was 
actually 51 and believes this one year 
difference may have saved her life. 

“I feel I was extraordinarily lucky as it 
was spotted very early,” says Madeleine. 
“It was very small and no-one could 
feel it. If I’d had the mammogram at 50 
the chances are it would have been too 
small to see; then there would have been 
a three-year gap before the next one and 
it may have been too late.” 

Surprisingly, the talented writer 
describes the feeling of being told she 
had cancer as similar to how she felt 
when she won the competition. 

“It was a kind of blur of noise and 
information and it was the same in the 
sense of the unreality and disbelief, but 
the competition was followed on very 
closely with joy, and this was followed on 
with anxiety: ‘How bad is it?’ and ‘Am I 
going to die?”’ 

Madeleine had begun book two when 
she was diagnosed but admits it was 
difficult to continue writing. “I carried 
on for a bit but really I didn’t do very 
much writing for three months during 
the period of diagnosis and all the 
results,” she says. “Waiting for the results 
was the worst bit as anyone who has 
been through it will tell you as you’re just 
waiting to hear how bad it is.” 

Madeleine underwent a double 
lumpectomy just before Christmas last 
year and in January endured three weeks 
of radiotherapy. “You feel exposed and 
you feel vulnerable but you cope, you 
just do,” she says. “I can’t stress enough 
how important it is for women to go and 
have a mammogram. I’m a real poster 
girl for them. It is undignified and it’s 
scary, but it’s worth it.” 

Madeleine will now have a 
mammogram every year - an experience 
she knows will always be a challenge. “I 
expect it will be a scary experience every 
year but I’m being looked after - some 
people may have it and they don’t know.” 

Six months since diagnosis, Madeleine 
says she is now feeling better and has 
completed the first draft of her second 
book. 

“That one was even harder to 
write than the first,” she laughs. “It’s a 
completely new story and there’s more 
death and grimness.” 

Someone to Watch Over Me is 
dedicated to her husband, David, sons 
Felix and Jack, and her dad, who lost his 
battle with lung cancer a month before 
the novel was finished. 

The prize-winning author’s titles line 
the shelves in Madeleine’s Cambridge 
home and she has found comfort in 
her dad knowing she had won the 
competition before he died. 

“He lived in Italy and the last time I 
saw him he came to Cambridge and I 
took a picture of him holding my award, 
looking really proud,” she says. 

Madeleine says she still doesn’t feel 
like a novelist yet but is pleased her 
mum encouraged her to enter the 
competition. 

“I think you have to have at least 
three under your belt before you can call 
yourself a real novelist,” she laughs. 

“If I sell another one then perhaps I’ll 
start to think ‘Just maybe I can do this’.”

What appealed to you about the part of Mari? 

Oh my goodness. Well, I think it's one of the best 
parts written for women. It's truly incredible, I think 
there's only six pages I'm not on stage and those are 
rapid costume changes. And she's funny, she's tragic, 
she's full of love, she wants love, she's a grieving 
widow, she is a loving mother that doesn't know how 
to show it - it's just everything! 

Has it been a challenging role? 

It is a challenging part because, as I say, it's just so 
busy and so full-on because she is the juggernaut that 
drives the play. It's a big departure; she's nothing like 
me, but I know her so well now I can empathise with 
her. I love her. 

Why should people come and see the show? 

[Writer and director] Jim Cartwright has made the 
whole evening so special.

NOW that Christopher Nolan has 
completed his Dark Knight trilogy 
he puts on his producer's hat for 
the latest reboot of the Superman 
franchise which traces the rise of 
the spandex-clad superhero from 
birth.

The infant is adopted and raised 
by farmers Jonathan and Martha 
Kent (Kevin Costner and Diane 
Lane), who name the boy Clark 
and raise him as their own flesh 
and blood. 

From an early age Clark (played 
by Cooper Timberline and Dylan 
Sprayberry) realises he is different 
from the other children in 
Smallville, Kansas, and when the 


school bus is involved in a terrible 
accident he uses his untapped 
powers to save his classmates. 

Jonathan and Martha are 
worried that friends and 
neighbours will shun Clark if they 
knew who and what he really is, 
so the boy keeps his Kryptonian 
lineage a secret. But searching 
for his place in a cruel and 
unforgiving world, he embarks 
on a journey of self-discovery, 
tracked by plucky reporter Lois 
Lane (Amy Adams). 

The arrival on Earth of war¬ 
mongering Kryptonian General 
Zod (Michael Shannon) forces 
Clark to reveal his heroic alter 
ego but, just as Jonathan and 
Martha feared, men in power are 
terrified by his abilities and view 
him as the enemy rather than 
mankind's potential saviour.

Colours 
are clues 



ARE you a person who goes for hot reds and acid 
yellows or do you prefer a softer palette of pinks, 
creams and soft blues? 

The colours you choose for your garden can 
affect how you feel - and it seems gardeners must 
be getting it right, as new research from BBC 
Gardeners' World magazine 
shows that gardeners generally 
are a happier bunch than non¬ 
gardeners. 

Colour psychologist 
Angela Wright, author of 
The Beginner's Guide To 
Colour Psychology (Kyle 
Cathie, £12.99), reports: 

"Different colours affect 
us in different ways. Red is 
physically stimulating. It raises 
our pulse rate and makes us 
over-estimate the temperature 
around us, as well as the 
speed at which time is passing - one reason why 
red is such a predominant colour in fast-food 
restaurants." 

She adds that what defines whether a colour 
such as blue is calming or stimulating is the 
saturation of colour. Strong, bright blues stimulate, 
while pale blues soothe. 

Yellow is a positive colour that lifts our spirits 


and promotes great optimism. 

"The right yellow makes us feel happy and is the 
most brilliant of the primary hues, because it's full 
of light energy," says Wright. 

Green helps to restore us, while the other two 
main colours in the colour wheel have qualities of 
their adjacent primary colours 
- orange bringing together the 
warmth of red and the optimism 
of yellow, while mauve is 
unusual in that it combines the 
fieriness of red and the coolness 
of blue. 

The survey shows that that 
64% of people like cool flower 
colours while 36% prefer hot 
colours. 

Wright believes it's possible to 
work out your preferred palette 
by analysing your personality. 
Those who are cool and calm 
by nature, who prefer understated elegance and 
have a natural gift for keeping things in proportion, 
are more likely to favour a garden palette of soft 
pinks, mauves, purples and pale blues. 

People with intense energy, with a bossy nature 
and natural driving force, are more likely to go for 
rich golds, reds, oranges and warm purples, while 
creative and energetic types, who love perfection 


and whose energy is contained, should favour 
white, tints of pale blue and green with occasional 
rich dark contrasts. 

And those who are in their element in the 
garden, trying to bring the outdoors indoors with 
many indoor plants, are more likely to have an 
unfussy design of garden, with bright single blooms 
and simple mid-tone colours of sky blue, yellow 
and bright green. 


"We are all born with a natural instinct for 
colour. Don't over-think it - follow your instincts," 
Wright advises. 

The full findings of the survey on happiness 
will be revealed in a special theatre session at 
Gardeners' World Live at the NEC, Birmingham 
on Saturday. Full details of BBC Gardeners' World 
magazine's colour special is featured in the June 
edition.
